3. CPE Class V Addendum — Jeff Jollie and HQ

Finalized CPE for Well Classes I-11I and VI in February 2019. 2019 CPE didn’t address
Class V due to the unique nature and shallow depth of Class V wells. Decided to do an
addendum to the 2019 CPE for Class V wells.

Class V addendum looked at the core programs: inventory approval process, compliance
and monitoring, program coordination, etc.

HQ sent out addendum a couple weeks ago, with Dec 4™ being the deadline for
comments. There will be a final review prior to sending to GWPC.

HQ requesting feedback/comments on: Correct program element’s covered, inventory
review, or anything else that needs identified.

Developed guiding questions relative to inventory review. Want to be general enough
for all regions to use for primacy states, but still provide baseline consistency.

4. NPOP Update — Bill Bates and HQ

O

NPOP is continuing, expect to be signed by end of year. If not signed by Jan 20, 2021
then still likely to be administered through 2021.

Will start with HQ having baseline meetings with each Region. During first baseline
meetings, would be laying out expectations of NPOP, sharing data for discussions of
objectives (increase transparency, mutual accountability), identify areas for potential
assistance, and potential future oversight levels. Ensure consistent UIC implementation.
Agreement would be reached for timing of report by HQ to Region.

Once internal meetings complete, then regions would start holding meetings with
primacy programs.

Regions don’t need to wait to have baseline meetings with primacy programs if they will
have the opportunity to talk prior to the HQ/Regional meeting. Though can discuss with
HQ prior to meeting with the primacy program to get proper questions.

Phased in over next FY years 21, 22. End of 2022 all programs will have had a baseline
meeting,.

Working on having templates for formulating reports. Looking at tools to be ready late
Q2-early Q3 FY21 to help visualize data.

Communication is encouraged early on between WD and ECAD since enforcement
compliance data will be used. If there is something OECA needs to be involved in, then
let OECA know.

Timing of NPOP with primacy states could be done anytime, though end of year might
be too late. Encourage utilizing existing meetings for discussions in order to not increase
workload. Expect after the first baseline meeting, these meetings should be around 30
minutes.

Have received a lot of requests for information on Class VI applications along with the
request to access those applications.

Working on making applications public on EPA website. Purpose is for applicants and
public to better understand distribution of permits throughout USA.

Have drafted a Class VI permit inventory table of all EPA pending and finalized
applications. Sharon provided a view of this draft document.

Table would/could include permit: region, state, location, permitted injection flow rate
and volume, current status, and current life cycle phase.

Class VI landing website would have link to mventory table. May include link to
finalized permit PDF’s.

Some regions post finalized permits on website, others don’t. Some regions post public
notice of permits to regional website with a sunset period.

DOE has reached out to schedule a meeting between CarbonSAFE and EPA Class VI
program.

Week of December 14™ has been proposed or push back till first of year.
CarbonSAFE now in Phase 3 (till Fall 2023), with USA split into four quadrants. Five
sites selected as Phase 3 so far with each site expected to submit a Class VI application.
Regional concern of DOE push to get applications in without talking with the regions
prior to application submission.

Will ask DOE what the requirements are, meaning submitted or finalized by end of
2023.

DOE wants meeting to be introductions and what CarbonSAFE is, etc.

Consensus would be to have as much communication with DOE and “DOE” Class VI
applicants.

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presentations/visuals related to the hearing on their Regional website. If Regions would
like a copy of the script for the call/hearing, R9 is happy to share.

e Currently have been approached by or expect eight Class VI applications within the next
1-2 years.

Region 10: Nothing to report

Headquarters:

e No grant allocation numbers yet, since no budget yet. Generally sent out tentative
allocations, but not done at same time every year, is there a best time of the year to send
out? Sooner the better is usually best.

e (Cadmus AOR modelling: a basic AOR training with Cadmus, half day training. Would
cover everything a permit writer would need to know for a permit application, but not
cover in-depth review, more of a checklist understanding.

e STOMP training, PNNL is DOE lab that developed STOMP and offers comprehensive
training. Would be multi day training, put on by PNNL for EPA.

e Regions interested in trainings to review the model.
